A TRIBUTE TO CARPENTER. 


The Speech of Co os re** nm u 
Wll 
llaiu* ou the Life unit t'haraeter of 
Matt ll. Carpenter. 
Tho 25th of January was the day set 
apart in Congress for tributes to the mem­ 
ory of tile lute Matthew H. Carpenter. Iii 
the House, Hon. C. G. W illiams first took 
the floor, and 
after giving a brief 
sketch of the life of the late Senator* 


said: 
A distinguished lawyer in the W est 
once said that Carpenter might not De 
the greatest lawyer that ever lived, but 
certainly no other man was ever born 
who could go into court, take possession 
of judge, jury, witnesses, opposite coun­ 
sel, all, and drive where he pleased as 
Matt. Carpenter could. 
He was a strict 
constructionist of the constitution, and, 
as I have said, a Democrat inborn. 
His 
reverence for that 
sacred instrum ent 
amounted to a devotion, ami he believed 
any deviation from its strictest letter and 
spirit, however Blight, would loosen the 
foundations of the Republic. 
He lacked 
no sympathy for tho oppressed, but be­ 
lieved that in the imperfection of human' 
affairs the individual wrong should suc­ 
cumb to the greater common gocd. A 
leading Senator once said of him : “Car­ 
penter is too great a lawyer to ever be­ 
come a great statesman,” In a qual­ 
ified sense that might have been true. 
% W hatever ho saw, he saw with such 
logical clearness that ho had little pa­ 
tience to bother with the side-lights of 
whims aud isms. 
He spoke right out, 
no m atter what the mood of the time, 
and lacked something of that skill which, 
without bating one jot or tittle of prin­ 
ciple, humors tho caprices of the hour, 
molds 
the 
non-essentials 
of 
the situation, aud finally wields them as 
a positive power in the accomplishment 
of practical results. The radical diffi­ 
culty with Mr. Carpenter and his politi­ 
cal school was the belief that human 
agreements once made could outlast all 
the changes of human conditions ami all 
the demands of human progress. Ho for­ 
got that “blood is thicker than water” 
aud that man is but puny when lie buf­ 
fets tho torrent of events. That his writs 
of law are but ropes of sand in the pres­ 
ence aud movements of those mighty 
forces which must lie peacefully com­ 
posed or they will upheave nations aud 
overthrow existing systems. 
But the 
open blow of rebellion brought Mr. Car­ 
penter to his feet. 
His deity, the Con­ 
stitution, had been assaulted aud Hie 
love he bore it blit added tlamo to its 
fierceness. 
From that hour he placed 
patriotism alleve party, aud the great 
law or 
self-defense above all writ­ 
ten 
constitutions, and 
from 
that 
high political Sinai there 
came 
a 
choice which filled all our Badger State 
and sent thousands of her sons marching 
forth to battle. 
Few specimens of Mr. Carpenter’s el- 
o*pieuceof that time have been preserved, 
but surely never have our people been 
so move and thrilled by the voice of m or­ 
al! The following will afford a glimpse of 
tho patriotic fire which filled Ins soul. 
At a great war meeting in Milwaukee he 
said: 
Nearly forty years of profound public 
tranquility have passed over aud blessed 
our laud. 
We have forgotten to use* the 
weapons of war and have cultivated the 
arts of peace. 
We have engrossed our 
thoughts and enlisted our hearts in the 
pursuits of agirculture, 
manufactures, 
and commerce, aud in advancing the arts 
aud science most useful to man. 
No nation bas been so blessed—none 
has so prospered. Whilo we have thus 
been improving all our mutual interests, 
amassing wealth at home and accumu­ 
lating honors abroad, other nations have 
been vexed and worried with tho “dogs 
of war;” the war cloud has darkened the 
sunny sky of Italy; armies have tram ­ 
pled the vino-clad fields or France, aud 
the recruiting drum has been heard on 
the green j lulls and sweet valleys of 
Merry England. * 
* 
* 
We hang out 
our bauuer; no dusty rag representing 
the twilight of seven stars, but the old 
banner that has Heated tnum pbly iii 
every breeze; the banner Decatur un­ 
furled to the Barbary States; that Jack­ 
son held over New Orleans; that Scott 
carried to the Halls of tho Montezumas; 
aud thereby we mean to say, iii no 
spirit of defiance, but with the firmness 
of manly resolution, this Hag shall wave 
whilo an American lives to protect it. 
Mr. Carpenter vaulted at once from 
tho bar to to the Senate, and the story 
of his subsequent career is written in one 
of the most important epochs of Ameri­ 
can history. Always choosing the fore­ 
most man for an opponent, his ail vent 
into the Senate was marked by a bold 
challenge to Charles Sumner for open 
combat. 
Well m ight Mr. Sumner have 
looked witli contempt upon the temerity 
of this young fledgling from the West, 
but no sooner had tho debate opened 
than ho discovered, like Fitz-Jam es of 
old: 


No m aiden's hand in round thee thrown! 
That desperate grasp thy frame might feel. 
Through Im nj o f brass and triple steel! - 


And though smarting with wounds just 
received, the great Massachusetts states­ 
man had the magnanimity to say that the 
mantle of Daniel Websier had fallen 
upon this young Senator from Wisconsin. 
Lince his death a leading Eastern jour­ 
nal, by no means friendly to Mr. Car­ 
penter, has said that while the above 
was a common and easy thing to say, it 
came nearer being true in this case than 
in most others. Another leading journal 
of the East, noted for the candor of its 
statement, says : 
W ith perhaps two exceptions, no gen­ 
ius so steady, no intellect so sustained as 
Carpenter’s has been known 
in any 
sphere of American public life since the 
death of Jefferson and Hamilton. 
We 
think, indeed, iii the rare quality of ora­ 
tory Carpenter will lie ranked with such 
master minds as Burke and Macaulay. 
But it was not from the graces of 
speech that Mr. Carpenter won his most 
endearing fame. 
Men like Judge Black, 
Beverly Johnson, Edwin M. Stanton, 
and others equally eminent, have as­ 
signed him a place among the foremost 
of American lawyers and statesmen. All 
agree that in his argum ent in the cele­ 
brated McCardle case he mapped out the 
whole plau of reconstruction which was 
subsequently adopted and followed. The 
prediction may well be made that since 
tile death of Daniel W ebster the speeches 
of no man on constitutional law will be 
read with more care than those of Mr. 
Carpenter, He gave little heed to ap­ 
pearances, and in many things was most 
singularly misunderstood. 
The impres­ 
sion widely prevailed, especially among 
those who did not know 
him per­ 
sonally, that 
he 
was 
light 
aud 
frivolous, 
that 
he 
trusted 
to 
genius 
and lacked industry. 
Why, 
sir,•no more industrious man lived thuu 
M; t hew IL Carpenter. He trusted noth­ 
ing to impulse. I remember hearing 
him say that in preparing a short letter

Such was his prom ptitude in 
meeting pecuniary obligations that at no 
time after he arrived at manhood would 
his check be dishonored at any bank 
where he was known. 
As for his personal aud official integ­ 
rity his former law partner at Milwaukee 
relates tho following: 
Whilo sitting with him in his private 
offico in W ashington one morning before 
the Senate convened, a gentleman walked 
in, and handing his card to Mr. Carpen­ 
ter, stated that he wished to retain him 
in a case then pending in the Supreme 
Court, aud laying down a $5,(XX) check, 
payable to Mr. 
Carpenter’s order, re­ 
marked that on tho following Wednes­ 
day ho would call and pay him another 
$5,000. He casually observed that two 
other eminent lawyers, whom he named, 
would argue the case aud he would not 
need to participate in the argument. Tho 
last remark attracted Mr. Carpenter’s at­ 
tention, and he requested the gentleman 
to take his $5,(XX) check with him, and if 
he concluded to accept a retainer lie 
could pay the whole when he called 
aguin. Tho next week tho gentleman re­ 
turned with achech for $10,000. B ut in 
the meantime it had been asserted that 
the proffered client had a claim for $398, 
(XX) against the government then pend­ 
ing before the Senate and referred to the 
judiciary committee of that body, and 
then referred to a sub committee, of 
which Mr. (Carpenter was chairman. The 
result was that his retainer was declined 
with a sharp lecture upon the subject of 
retaining lawyers and paying them large 
f»*es for doing nothing. Subsequently the 
claim of this gentleman was investigated 
in committee, and Mr. Carpenter made a 
report against the bill, which was defeat­ 
ed in the Senate. 
I have thus referred, though im perfect­ 
ly, to some of tile leading incidents of 
Mr. Carpenter’s life, purposely leaviu to 
others the more congenial duty of pay­ 
ing fitting tribute to his memory. 
Our 
loved and lamented Carpenter is dead. 
His merry laugh is hushed in the grave. 
His silvery voice will ho heard no more 
forever. The vacancy his loss creates in 
our state can never be filled. 
He was 
the pet and idol of our people. 
They 
knew his virtues, aud could forgive his 
faults. No man was ever followed to the 
grave by the masses with more unaffec­ 
ted grief than he. The memory and the 
light of tlue3 great intellects shine over 
tin* waters of our inland seas—Garfield 
at Cleveland, Douglas at Chicago, aud 
Carpenter at Milwaukee. There let them 
rest! 
As the old Green M ountain State 
looks westward over hill and plain, she 
can say, with swelling pride, “Yonder on 
tile border of those waiters sloop two of 
my illustrious sons; illustrious life, im­ 
mortal iii death! They revered the Con­ 
stitution; they adored their country!”

American continent has had its migra­ 
tions of nations as well as Asia and Eu­ 
rope. In the middle of the seventh cen­ 
tury the Toilets came down from the 
north and occupied the table lands of 
Mexico. The Toilets were followed by 
all those valiant tribes, who subsequently 
overran the country of Anahuac and left 
marts of primitive civilization in the 
parts through which they wandered. It

The Mexican Indian has a copper-col­ 
ored skin that has frequently a dark- 
brown appearance. 
Smooth, black, 
glossy hair, protuberant chcckl>ones, 
very Keen eyes, broad lips, and a fiat 
nose are his most marked traits. 
The 
beard is generally heavier with those 
who inhabit the temperate zone than 
with those whose home is to be found in 
the hot zone, yet the beard is generally 
veir thin, growing only above the lips 
and on the chin, while Hie checks 
very seldom show 
any 
traces of 
hair. 
In Sonora, for instance, a person 
who has anything of a prominent beard 
is certainly at least from fifty to sixty 
years of age. The Indian has a soft­ 
ness of skin in common with the negro. 
The frame of the body is large, stout, 
muscular, and in good proportions. 
Cripples are not to be found among the 
Indians of pure blood. Even those who 
have led for centuries the lives of peace­ 
ful citizens 
possess great muscular 
strength. The Indian is an excellent 
E 
orter and walker with a heavy load on 
is back. It is common to sec men ear­ 
ly loads of 300 pounds for six hours, 
resting perhaps once or twice. Chil­ 
dren of twelve years of age carry IOO 
pounds, and seem not to suffer under 
this burden. Women in general are not 
far behind the men. The way in which 
a company of Indians goes to town is 
curious. 
They move constantly in a 
long row, one behind the other. If you 
address a question to the person march­ 
ing in front, the row will stop at once, 
and not begin its movement again before 
tile conversation has ended. The Indi­ 
an on an errand seldom walks, but is 
constantly trotting, and in this way he 
makes long distances in a very short 
time, without showing the least sign of 
fatigue. The body of the Indian is less 
liable to disease than that of the white 
man. Rheumatism, colds and toothache 
unknown to those of pure 
not very rare to find in an 
Indian village several persons who have 
passed their hundredth year. 
The Indian is frequently reproached 
for a lazy disposition and a dogged 
character. 
Both accusations seem to 
originate in a very superficial observa 
tion; for the Indian furnishes the toiling 
hands in the Republic. He tills the 
ground and raises cattle, works as day 
laborer on farms, supplies the markets 
of towns and cities with the produce of 
his fields. Most of the mining work is 
done by him, and he follows the trades 
of mason, carpenter and shoemaker. He 
is the faithful servant of the house, and 
is the daring and hardy soldier of the 
Mexican army. In tile school we find 
the Indian boy an intelligent and 
inquisitive creature, generally at the 
head of his class; and as the actual 
Government is very liberal in furnishing 
means for public instruction, the result 
will soon be known, and the young In 
dian may presently have reached the 
degree of civilization of his white foliow- 
citizen. 
With regard to the alleged 
dogged character, it ought to be known 
that the Indian is rather shy with his 
white brother, but whenever decently 
and respectfully treated he is gentle and 
polite. Once havinggained an Indian’s 
confidence, you may dispose of his for­ 
tune and his life. 
There are Indian 
families that accumulated considerable 
wealth, but instead of investing the 
money obtained in industrial, commer­ 
cial, or agricultural enterprise, they 
buried the gold. As peace, industry and 
security begin to return, the Indian 
comes forth with his hidden treasure, 
and we shall soon hear of his taking an 
actire part in the development of his 
native country. 
The imitative faculty 
is scarcely more 
striking with the 
Chinese than with the Mexican Indian. 
Most of the schoolboys are able to fur­ 
nish a true connterfeit of their master, 
and there are few sketches or pictures 
which could not be ingeniously imitated 
by them. The beautiful wax-figures rep­ 
resenting the Indian, his home and daily 
life, elicit much admiration. 
Time will 
show that the Indian is not the base and 
animal-like creature he has frequently 
been represented to be. 
Whether he 
will ever attain the degree of culture 
and civilization of his white brother of 
the Aryan race we can not decide, yet 
the year 1900 will show us the Indian as 
an individual who may boldly prefer the 
same claims to the world’s respect as we 
demand for ourselves.—Cor. iv. Y. Keen­ 
ing Post.

Menagerie Quotations. 


In Europe there are large gardens de­ 
voted to a wholesale traffic in wild 
beasts, birds and reptiles, for exhibition 
purposes, and, all the pretentions of 
great showmen to the contrary notwith­ 
standing, from these zoological estab­ 
lishments come the attractions of the 
menageries and museums. One of the 
largest in the world is Carl Hagenbach’s 
Handel Menagerie and Thicr Bark at 
Hamburg. 
In Hie same manner that a 
dry-goods or grocery 
establishment 
would issue its price list a semi-annual 
circular is issued by ILigcnbach, giving 
the ruling prices for the wonders of ani­ 
mal life. Secretary Kalb, of the Fair 
Association, has received one of t\e cir­ 
culars, which gives the following infor­ 
mation as to the value of animals: 
Double-horned rhinoceros, two, one 
with horns 6 inches long, $2,250 each. 
One male and two female lions from 
Abyssinia, $1,625 for the lot. 
Pair of Persian lions, 6 years old, 
$1,000. Cape lionesses, $250 each. 
A happy family, consisting of one 
male Abyssinian lion, one female Ben­ 
gal tiger, a pair of blick bears, a 
striped hyena, and a pair of Danish 
dogs, about 15 months old, feed and 
sleep together. $2,000 for the lot.

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blocks of glass in prismatic colors would 
be a unique, beautiful and lasting struct­ 
ure. 
With the numerous inventions 
which have come into use of late years 
in connection with the production of 
glass, the cost has been gradually going 
t down, while the quality of the fabric is 
I steadily becoming better. 
“ One objection which would be raised 
I to the durability of a glass house, in the 
! literal sense of the words, might be that 
, the blocks would not take a bind, or 
j adhere together with common mortar. 
This objection can be readily set aside 
1 by tho use of a good cement, and when 
I completed the structure will stand for 
I ages, barring extraordinary accidents. 
As to the cost of a glass house, it can be 
kept down to but a small percentage 
above the price of cut granite. In build 
ing with stone you have to pay the stone 
masons, and when it comes to elaborate 
examples of carving, in Corinthian pil­ 
lars, collars and capitals, etc., why, the 
work Is rather costly as compared with 
glass, when the latter can lie molded 
into any shape or form, and the work 
accomplished In much less time. I am 
convinced that the time will come when 
we will sec such a building erected 
Scarcely a day passes but what the 
sphere of glass as an article of use be­ 
comes widened. In parts of Germany, 
and one line in England, glass ties are 
being used on railroads, and thus far 
have given satisfaction, combining all 
of the requisites of wooden ties with tho 
virtue of being susceptible to use at least 
75 per cent, longer than wood. Then 
by the Bastia process glass articles are 
now being made for common use which 
can be thrown on the floor and will 
rebound like a rubber ball. Progress 
! is also being made toward rendering 
glass, which has ever been character­ 
ized as the brittle fabric, ductile, and 
to day threads of glass can be made that 
can be tied in knots and woven into 
cloth. Were one disposed to give play 
to fancy and fuse it into fact, a house 
entirely composed of glass could bo 
built with walls and roof and floors 
fashioned from melted sand. Carpets 
of glass could cover the floors. Tho 
most ultra icsthetc, sitting on glass 
chairs or reclining on glass couches, 
arrayed in glass garments, eating ami 
drinking from glass dishes—such a one 
could realize that the age of glass had 
come. Yet nearly all of this fifty years 
ago would have been classed with the 
then impossible telephone and electric 
light, and this statement would have 
likely found its place in the catalogue 
expu rgatorious. ” — IHttsbu rg h Ih.yxttch.

Houses Made of Glass* 


Perhaps not one builder or contractor 
in ten, if told that the common grades 
of glass made at the glass factories in 
this city have a crushing strength nearly 
four times a3 great as that credited by 
experienced engineers to the strongest 
quality of granite, would accept the 
statement as true. Yet it is fact, and 
being so, the query as to why glass has 
not received more attention from archi­ 
tects as a structural material natural! 
suggests itself. A reporter had a tai 
with several prominent glass manufac­ 
turers on the subject, and in answer to 
an interrogatory as to whether blocks of 
glass could be made in suitable* lengths 
and sizes and so annealed as to be util­ 
ized in the construction of a budding in 
place of stone, they said that it could be 
done. Said one of these gentlemen: 
“ This question has been considered b 
myself a number of times, and,althoug 
I do not want to advocate the absolute

M. T. Van Buren, our Consul General 
at Japan, presents in a blue book some 
intercstings facts in regard to tho food 
of the Japanese people. With a popu­ 
lation of 30,OOO,0U>>, there is to be found 
in the whole country but little more 
than 1,000,000 head of cattle. Of these, 
only 600,000 can be considered as fit for 
food. 
Therefore there are but two 
head of cattle for each one hundred 
people, whereas in the United States we 
have for one hundred mouths seventy- 
three cattle to fill them. Japan slaugh­ 
ters, however,36,OOO head of cattle, more 
than one-half of which is eaten by the 
foreign population, the rest being con 
sumed by the Japanese army and navy. 
Mutton and pork are, outside of the 
treaty ports, almost unknown. 
Fish 
enters largely into the food of the peo­ 
ple. 
Mr. Van Buren mentions that 
•‘cod, salmon, herring, mackerel, sal­ 
mon trout, carp, eels, skate mullet, cat­ 
fish and plaice are plentiful and cheap.” 
It is known that the Government has 
taken active measures in regard to fish 
culture, and endeavors in every way t® 
increase the products of the sea, send­ 
ing for all American publications on 
these topics. The Consul states that 
“one-half of the people eat fish every 
day, one-quarter two or three times a 
week, and the balance perhaps once or 
twice a month.” It is their habit to eat 
a great many varieties of fish raw. But 
the Japanese arc more essentially vege­ 
tarians than even the Chinese, and all 
the land and marine plants, with the 
tubers, seem to be placed under contri­ 
bution. 
Among 
exceptional 
food 
plants, Mr. Van Buren mentions an 
acorn which grows on a small bush 
from three to four feet high; “it has less 
sugar than the nut from the chestnut 
tree of America, but has the merit of 
being free from astringent and bitter 
qualities. 
Large quantities of these 
nuts are gathered, dried and eaten by 
the people in various ways.” We hear 
a great deal about glucose and dextrine 
in the United States, and we find from 
Mr. Van Buren’s report that the Japan­ 
ese use in large quantities a substance 
which they call ame. “ This is a prep­ 
aration made from malted barley and 
rioe or millet, the malt converting the 
Aarch of the rice or millet into dextrine 
aud maltose, and the product varying

—Oil-cloth should not be w;ishcd with 
soap, bat with lukewarm water and a 
soft cloth, then wiped with a cloth wrung 
from milk. 
—Corn-starch puffs.—One-half cup of 
butter, one cup sugar, four eggs, one 
cup of corn iLarch; take out ttw> table­ 
spoonfuls of the starch and re place with 
flour, same amount; two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder. 
—Potato Noodles.—(irate one dozen 
of boiled potatoes, add two eggs, a little 
salt, half a cupful of milk, enough flour 
to knead atiff, then cut in small pieces, 
and roll long and round, one inch 
thick; fry in plenty of lard to a nice 
brown. 
—Hotch-potch.—Two pounds of shin 
j of beef, three quarts of water, two on- 
I ions, two carrots, three turnips, a head 
! of celery; stew gently, skimming °are- 
fullv, for three hours. Thicken a little 
with butter and flour before serving; 
pepper and salt according to taste. 
—A correspondent of the Cleveland 
Herald gives the following remedy for 
chilblains: 
Into the coldest water you 
can get put your feet, from three to liv* 
minutes; follow’ with a brisk and thor­ 
ough rubbing with a coarse towel. This 
treatment faithfully carried out a suf­ 
ficient length of time is a certain cure. 
We hare seen it tested. 
—Colts should be broken to harness 
at three years old, and used in light 
work for two years, when they will be­ 
come matured and fit for full work, 
lf 
they are used for hard service before 
their joints become settled, or surround- j 
cd by a full-grown texture of muscle and 
sinews to support them, they are liable I 
to become strained, causing spavins, or 
bony enlargements, that will destroy ] 
their future usefulness. 
—Chocolate Cake.—Take three cup­ 
fuls of finely sifted Hour, one cupful of 
milk, two cupfuls of w hite sugar, half a 
cupful of butter, three eggs, one small 
teaspoonful of soda dissolved in a little 
boiling water, and two small teaspoon­ 
fuls of cream-tart ar sifted into the flour. 
Four ounces of chocolate, grated and 
stirred into the cake, with a teaspoonful 
of extract of vanilla just before it is 
baked, in two cake tins,will make it very 
delicious. 
—A delicate pudding is made of three 
tablespoonfuls of cornstarch dissolved in 
a little cold water. 
Have one pint of 
water boiling on the stove; in this stir 
the cornstarch and 
the well-beaten 
whites of three eggs; let it I toil up once; 
pour it into an earthen pudding dish 
which will hold three pints; steam the 
pudding for ten minutes. 
For tile sauce 
use the yelk of the three eggs, one cuj 
of sweet milk and a small piece of but­ 
ter ; hoi I for a few minutes; when cool 
flavor it with lemon or vanilla. 
The 
pudding also is to be eaten cold. 
—Skins can be tanned or lawed, ac­ 
cording to a correspondent of the (W- 
rier-dvurfnil, as follows: Shave off w it Ii 
a sharp knife all flesh adhering to the 
skin, tnen w’ash thoroughly with warm 
water and strong soap both the hair and 
flesh side of the skin. 
After being 
cleansed, stretch the skin tightly upon 
a board, with the flesh side up; apply 
and rub well into a composition of equal 
parts of common salt and alum. After 
the composition has been applied put 
the skiji—still on the board- in a shaded 
fdace to dry, and when dry rub with the 
land until the surplus composition is 
removed and the skin i< pliable. 
If it is 
desired to color the wool the dye should 
be prepared lukewarm, and the skin 
dipped into it and colored the desired 
shade after being cleansed, and before 
the salt and alum composit ion is applied. 
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Since the advent of the winter season 
the applications for instructions in niak 
ing “ pancakes,” as all kinds of griddle­ 
cakes are commonly called, have been 
so numerous that I have prepared for 
the J'rtKuft* the following recipes, all of 
which I can recommend : 
Buckwheat cakes: Make two q u a r t s 
of gruel by adding to two quarts of boil­ 
ing wrater half a pint of white com-meal 
wet with a little cold w ater. Boil well. 
lid tile gruel cool to lukewarmness. 
Add half a pint of wheat flour, three 
pints of buckwheat flour, a small cake 
of compressed yeast (or a gill of soli 
yeast), and salt to taste. Set in a mod­ 
erately warm place till light. 
Buck­ 
wheat cakes should Im* set to rise at noon 
for the next morning, and by S or 9 
o'clock in the evening they will belight, 
when they should be wadi beaten and 
•et in a cool place during t h e night. 
Just before baking add half a teaspoon­ 
ful of soda. 
Buckwheat cakes can not 
be made iii perfection without soda, and 
it .should always be added just before 
baking, whether the batter is sour or 
not. 
Another aud much simpler method, 
which some people like equally as well, 
is this: 
Take one quart each of cold waiter 
and buckwheat flour; add a teaspoon­ 
ful of salt and a small cake of yeast; 
eat thoroughly and let stand in a iik m I- 
atcly warm room till very light, then 
et in a cool place till next morning. 
Cakes made in this way should be set 
to rise immediately after breakfast, for 
use the next morning. 
A teaspoonful of 
soda should be added just before baking 
them. 
If a cup of the batter is left iii 
the jar at cacti baking, cakes can be 
made in the same manner as long as 
desired without the addition of fresh 
yeast. 
Wheat batter-eakes: 
One quart of 
milk, three pints of flour, four eggs, 
quarter of a pound of butter, and half a 
teaspoonful of salt. 
Beat the flour and 
cold milk to a smooth batter. Melt the 
butter ami add slowly, continuing tho 
beating during the process. Separate 
the whites and yelks of the eggs, and 
add one yelk at ti time, beating each one 
thoroughly into the batter. 
Beat the 
w’lutes to a stiff froth and add to the 
batter. Bake either on the griddle or in 
w’aflle-irons. By adding a small cake 
of yeast and letting stand over night 
this batter also makes excellent raised 
griddle-cakes or waffles. 
Another nice wheat battercake is 
made in this way: 
One quart of milk, 
three pints of flour, two eggs, two 
ounces of butter, and three teasjioonfuls 
of baking-powder. 
Bake in the sam e 
manner as the first., reserving a small 
iHirtion of the flour, which mix with the 
baking-powder and add last . 
Flannel cakes: 
A simple but excel­ 
lent flannel cake can be made in this 
manner: To a quart of warm water or 
milk add a pint and a half each of 
wheat flour and white corn meal, half a 
teaspoonful of salt, and a small cuke of 
yeast, l^et rise over night. 
In all these recipes the flour should be 
sifted and measured lightly. 
Corn-meal cakes: One pint of milk, 


Tough Beef* 


Time was when tender beef was at­ 
tainable—beef that was juicy, well gar­ 
nished with fat, and hardly spoiled even 
by over-cooking. Now the man 
tv ho 
finds a piece of tender beef draws the 
rarest of prizes in the butcher’s lottery. 
Beef is uniformly tough. 
It is even 
stringy, as a rule, and is very fat, when 
it has any, is hard and tasteless. 
What, 
let us inquire in a spirit of reverence for 
both dinner and truth, is the cause of 
this great and irredeemable calamity? 
Not long since allusion was made in 
these columns to the discovery of an 
Ohio philosopher concerning the change 
of the inclination of the earth’s axis. 
Ohio does not possess a monopoly of this 
discovery, grievous as the fact may seem 
to the patriotic citizens of that State. 
Philosophers residing without her bor­ 
ders have put forth the theory that the 
earth either has changed her jnisition in 
reference to the plane of the ecliptic or 
is about to change it. There must bs 
some truth in an opinion so widely 
shared by different scientific persons, 
and it is quite possible that Prof. Whyte, 
of Olympia University, has discovered 
precisely in what consists the recent al- 
fedged eccentricities of the earth’s con­ 
duct. He holds that a change in tho 
inclination of the earth’s axis has lately 
taken place, but that the pole is still os­ 
cillating between its old position and its 
new one; just as a pendulum when set 
in motion will oscillate until it finally 
becomes quiescent. This oscillation of 
the earth has now been going on since 
the year 1874, anti will continue growing 
less and less by degress for at least thirty 
years longer. 
If this theory be true, it explains tho 
toughness of recent beef. As every one 
knows, the muscles of every animal be­ 
come tough just in proportion as they 
are exercised. 
In a recent number of 
the Fiji Gazelle this matter is treated 
somewhat at length in the course of an 
able article on the price of butcher’s 
meat. It is shown that while a black­ 
smith is almost unsalable in Fiji, iii con-! 
sequence of his extreme toughness, and | 
a sailor brings but six kiyis per pound — 1 
the kiyi being equivalent to one and 
three-eighths of a cent of our money—a 


I pleasure tourist is worth seventeen kiyis 
| per pound, and a prime quality of mis- 
[ sionarv readily commands twenty-eight 
kiyis. 
Furthermore, it appears that 
while the price of missionary has risen 
very little during the last five years, the 
price of sailors and tourists has fallen, I 
although in neither case has there been 
any marked increase in the supply. The 
Gazette comes to tile conclusion that 
meat of all descriptions is growing stead­ 
ily tougher, with the .solitary exception 
of missionary, which has not sensibly ; 
deteriorated in quality, and that this 
growing toughness of sailors and tour-

ists has made it necessary to lower tho 
market price from ten and twenty-live • 
kiyis, which latter prices were easily j 
obtained five years ago, to six and to 
seventeen kiyis. 
It i- unfloubtoilly one and the same | 
cause which renders beef as well as 
tourists tougher than they were in for­ 
mer years. 
It is well established that a 
sailor’s legs, which he really uses very 
little in comparison with his arms, are 
the tougher of the two, and this is duo 
to the fact that the unsteady motion of 
a vessel requires the sailor to constantly 
brace himself iii order to keep on his 
feet, or, in other words, to constantly 
keep his leg muscles in a state of ten­ 
sion. The oscillation of the earth is 
having the same effect upon cattle. It 
is true that we do not perceive that the 
earth is oscillating any more than we 
perceive the motion of the earth on its 
axis, but every living creature on the 
earth’s surface that walks by means of 
legs, including both cattle and tourist 
is compelled to brace itself precisely as 
the sailor braces himself at sea while 
standing or walking on a vessel’s deck. 
Thus tile legs of cattle become hard and 
linn, and, to a measurable extent, the 
entire muscles of the liody grow tough­ 
er. This is Hie true explanation of the 
phenomenon of the growing toughness 
of liccf. 
This theory is confirmed by the fact 
that tough beef is always found in coun­ 
tries that are subject to earthquakes. In 
South Italy, where slight earthquakes 
occur almost every day, beef is so toug 
as to be nearly uneatable, w’hile in til

letters of this kind opened during tho
